DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to the Reply filed 4/12/06. 

2. Claims 45-54 are pending in this appHcation. Claims 45, 49 and 52 are independent 
claims. This action is made Final. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 49-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Goldstein (US 
5,410,326). 

As per claims 49-50, Goldstein teaches a method of providing an interactive display 
associated with a remote device in a network and based on a selected display object on a display 
device in the network, the method comprising: 

initializing a communications manager of the display device, sending a request from the 
controller to the remote device, processing request at the remote device so that an associated 
method is invoked, returning a reply to the display device based on the invoked method when the 
communications manager maintains a network connection with the remote device, analyzing the 
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returned reply to determine whether the reply corresponds to the selected display object, and 
displaying on the display device a graphical interface associated with the returned reply (fig. 3; 
col. 7, lines 1-32; col. 10, lines 45-63). 



Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the independent claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's arguments, filed 4/12/06, with respect to claims 45-54 have been fiiUy 
considered and the arguments regarding claims 45-48 and 54-54 are persuasive. Therefore the 
previous rejections have been withdrawn. However, the claim language of claim 49-50 is found 
not to be of the same scope as argued. Therefore, the claim limitations are still read on by 
Goldstein as shown in the above rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 45-48 and 52-54 are allowed. 

8. Claims 51 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed invention. 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining elements: 
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(a) the steps of receiving, at the display device, a reply from the remote device when the 
communication manager fails to detect communications errors, and displaying an interactive 
graphical interface on the display device when the received reply corresponds to the selected 
display object as recited, or similarly recited, in claims 45 and 52; and 

(b) the steps of setting a countdown timer to a predetermined value, resetting the 
countdown timer to the predetermined value when the countdown timer expires, adding 
additional time to the countdown timer when the remote device requests additional time for 
sending the reply, and monitoring a number of times the countdown timer expires before the 
reply is received from the remote device as recited in claim 51.
